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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated Boyd 
(6366006). 

Boyd discloses in fig.6 and 7 a Piezotransformer that is divided into an input region and 
an output region, wherein the input region is subdivided into a first section (31) and a 
second section (32), wherein the first section and the second section are longitudinally 
polarized, the polarization of the first section being inverse to the polarization of the 
second section, the piezotransformer including a first electrode (151) situated adjacent 
the first section, and remote from both the second section and the output region; a 
second electrode(152) being connected to a first input terminal (51)and the third 
electrode situated adjacent to the second section, remote from the first section , and 
adjoining the output region the third electrode(153) being connected to the first 
electrode and to a second input terminal. Wherein the input region have the same 
dimension in the longitudinal direction. 
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2. Claims 17and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated Danov 

(6278226). 

Danov discloses in fig. 3 and 4 a piezotransformer divided into an input region and an 
output region, wherein the input region (fig. 3) is subdivided into a first section (21 1) and 
a second section (212) and the first section and second section is transversely 
polarized. Danov also discloses, the first section and the second section (fig.4) each 
having an upper electrode (215) and a lower electrode (216) the upper electrode of the 
first section is connected to the lower electrode of the second section and to a first input 
terminal; and the lower electrode of the first section is connected and to a first input 
terminal; and the lower electrode of the first section is connected to the upper electrode 
of second section and to a second input terminal. Wherein, the application of a given 
voltage between the first and second input terminals generates: in the first section, an 
electric field that points in the direction of the polarization of the first section; and in the 
second section, and electric field that points counter to the direction of the polarization 
of the second section. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Boyd 
(6366006). 
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Boyd substantially disclose the claim invention as seen above in paragraph 1 . However, 
Boyd do not disclose the piezotransformer having various shapes: a cuboid, a ring, a 
cylinder and a tube. It would have been an obvious design choice to select the shape of 
the transformer, since such a modification would have involved a mere change in the 
shape of the component. A change in shape is generally recognized as being within the 
level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPT0237(CCPA1955). 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims14-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
